I include my wife for several reasons. Without her what I've done would have been impos- 
sible and the sacrifices she made are greater. Through it all what made us both feel good 
was the outpouring of letters and calls from strangers expressing their thanks. 

Some years ago we had the need to estimate the number of such letters we've gotten, 
probably in a FOIA lawsuit. It then was about 15,000. Now it must be at least 20,000. 

It was never easy for people to get our address and six months after we left Hyattsown 

(almost 24 years ago) the post office automatically stopped forwarding, so there may have 
been many more. 


Now I regret that never gave any though to segregating some of these letters. They 

^11®H hy the letters of the alphabet. Moreover, only a very small percentcige of them 

were from professional people or those who so identified themeelves. 

Initially I thought only that these unsolicited expression^ could have sociological 

interest in the future because dost express personal beliefs about the assassination and

I never gave any thought to the possible interest of those who in the future will be 
going over the archive I leave in knowing what people thought of it contemporaneously. I 
did think of this a few minutes ago and thsju I write.
